til oil was poured on the troubled wa- 
ters by Senator Achi. The report was 
as follows: 
The minority of the committee on 
taxation has used all the time of the 
cession In examining into tne affairs of 
the present system of taxation and ui 
discussing the same, without coming 
to any definite conclusion. A portion 
of that committee, appreciating that 
the expenses of the government must 
be met, the fire claims paid, ana public 
:viawffOTmeBts)-j»mita' uw utiio«ggwgr' 
-the Territory oaring the biennial pe- 
tted, and that only a few days of the 
•ession remain In which to pass the 
necessary legislation, respectfully sub- 
mit the following: 


We recommend that the tax on prop- 
erty be raised from 1 per cent to 1% 
per cent;

and graded;

Plantations now move su- 
gar cane and heavy freight by rail- 
ways, flumes, and wire rope devices. 
Carts are out of date." 
Carter—"Senator Kanuha does not 
understand the bill. His objection is 
provided for. If a heavy truck c&rrl** 
over five tons Jt ts tared at the rate 
of one dollar a ton: thus a truck car- 
rying six. ten or fifteen tons Is made- 
to pay proportionately for the extra 
•wear and tear of the streets." 
Kanuha—"T want to ask the Senator 


from Oahu how many trucks there are 
carrying over five terns, and If there 
are any that csrrv fifteen tons*" 
Carter—"I think the foundry baa 
one that carries eighteen tons "

Sir—The resolution of the Senate re- 
questing an extension of the present 
regular session of the Legislature, has 
been presented to me by the special 
committee of the Senate. 
The law provides for a special ses- 


sion of the Legislature In case there is 
an adjournment of a regular session 
without the enactment of the necessary 
appropriations for the conduct of the 
government during the succeeding bi- 
ennial period, the Legislature therefore 
has the power to compel the calling of 
a special session for this purpose. The 
methods of the present session have 
been wasteful of both time and money, 
and there Is little to show for a large 
expenditure of public tunas. 
Under the circumstances It seems to 


me that It Is unreasonable for the Leg- 
islature to look for both a special ses- 
sion and an extension of the regular 
session as well, with their inevitable 
acrompnnvlng expenses. 
The delay in enacting the appropria- 


tions has continued to so late a period 
that all expectation of such legislation 
before the expiration of this session by 
limitation of time apoears now to b° 
hopeless and the calling of a apeclal 
session to be Imperative. Sucn limita- 
tion of time will, I submit, take effect 
on Tuesday the 30th day of April. 
I cannot therefore accede to the re- 
quest of the Senate, falllne such appro- 
priations.

merchandise sold in the Territory of 
Hawaii. Mr. Carter explained tbat the 
bulk of the $83,000 tax frpm this source 
fell upon not more than fifteen firms 
in this city, and that the intent of the 
law would be defeated, as the present 
law Is now evaded by firms that sell 
large bills of goods, claiming tbat the 
accounts are not entered upon the 
books of the agents here; that the 
Mainland firms deal directly with local 
customers. By having the license tax 
based upon all merchandise sold In the 
'territory, the burden would be equal- 
ized. Carter's amendment was adopt- 
edSenator Baldwin thought the rate of 
three-eighths of one per cent on all 
merchandise sold, too high, and offered 
an anmendment to cut it down to a 
quarter of one per cent Carried 
The 


bill then passed second reading, ana 
was set for third reading today 


House bill on fire claims was brought 


up by Senator Achl, and after discus- 
sion as to the method*, of payment, 
was passed to third reading 
The bill 


limits th£ total amount to be paid to 
$1 500 000, If the commission finds the 
amounts claimed substantiated to that 
extent.

Of tbe half-dozen matters treated IB 


the evidence before the committee and 
now in the hands of tbe House, the com- 
mittee wishes to call attention to tha 
case of W. C. J. Ottman, as furnishing 
the most peculiar features. 
In* Novem- 


ber, 1S99, & light wine and beer license, 
as contemplated by law, was Issued to 
Ottman, be then having a place at Wai- 
kikl, more than tbe required distance 
from the nearest spirituous liquor license, 
which in this case was tbe Hawaiian 
HoteL The strictness of Minister King 
was shown when, In measuring tne legal 
600 feet from the church, Ottman was 
required to take a straight line, which 
left his fence line GS2 feet away, Instead 
of following the road, which would have 
given the necessary distance. It was 
only by the waiving of objection on tbe 
part of the church people tbat the license 
was finally given. Ihen Mr. Ottman 
•went to the expense of building a-resort 
at a cost of $2,600. For one year he en-* 
K>ed the use of his property and license. 
Then came the question of renewal. With 
the application approved by the Marshal 
the proprietor sent in bis formal re- 
quest 
But a change had come over tbe 


state uf affairs. When the light wine li- 
cense had been issued there was no li- 
cense nearer than tbe City proper. Spir- 
its vere sold. It was current rumor, oa 
the strength of an arrangement with the 
police authorities, a son of quasi licens- 
ing of two resorts, at the seaside. But 
even this was not for long, for both of 
those 
places secured the necessary 


amount of influence to bring about 
the 


extension of the saloon or spirituous 
liquor license district from the 
down- 


town section to Waiklkl, and the Hotel 
Annex and the Waiklkl Inn were grant- 
ed full hotel licenses. In addition, one 
of the most flagrant breaches of public 
propriety was committed. One of the 
largest wholesale liquor houses had ob- 
tained a license for Its Beact- Hotel, an- 
other wanted the same privilege. The 
government which had forced Ottman to 
measure an air line to the church and 
had waived the provision only when the 
church authorities sanctioned the licens- 
ing—this government through 
Minister 


Young, who bad succeeded Minister 
King, promised to the promoters of a 
proposed new hotel a license, granted It, 
in fact, though there was not built the 
hotel In which the license was to become 
operative, so the issue coulu not take 


I place for many months after, and this 
was the third license granted within 600 
feet of a church, a plain, violation of the 
law—the location for which the Moana 
Hotel license was granted being almost 
directly across the street from it The 
bugbear of Ottman was no bar to the In- 
fluence, of the hotel men with the Minis- 
ter. 


This then was the condition when- Ott- 


man. with $2,600 invested In buildings for 
his resort, requested a renewal of Us 


I license, and was met with tbe remark 
' that there were three spirit licenses In 
the neighborhood and Le could not ex- 
pect a renewal. Three licenses granted 
in the interval of his first year's business 
under the license privilege originally 
granted to him and for which he bad to 
build specially a structure as above sta- 
ted. He was told that be would en- 
croach on the "hotels" <T>-4n fact, that 


1 the proprietor of one of these hotels had 
made a protest against the renewal of 


I his license. It appears to your commit- 
| tee, on tbe contrary, tbat the encroach- 
ment was upon Ottman, and the Implied 
agreements between him and the Govern- 
ment at the time of granting him bis 
first license. He was 01* the ground first; 
he had the prior right: he was the le- 
gitimate owner of the privilege: but non« 
of these considerations weighed with the 
conscientious Government which placed 
about him such restrictions. There was 
no charge that hp conducted e disorderly 
place on the contrary he was commend- 
ed for fcppplne nn ordertv nlnrp but he

GREAT RAILWAYS 


IN A COMBINE 


NEW TORB^ April 18.-The Tribune 


says: Representatives of the Pennsylva- 
nia Railroad Company, it is said on good 
authority, will soon n« elected to mem- 
bership in the board of directors of the 
Atchison. Topeka and Santa, Fe Railroad 
Company A No Atchison securities appear 
in the long list of stocks and bonds own- 
ed by the Pennsylvania, out it la under- 
stood that heavy purchases of Atchison 
stocks, principally the preferred, have 
been made of late by interests identified 
with the Pennsylvania Railroad 
Com- 


pany. 


The latter road has long had close traf- 
fic relations with the Burlington, the 
two companies jointly owning and oper- 
ating the Toledo, Peoria and Western 
Railway, which connects the systems; 
but in view of the increasing probability 
of the acquisition of the Burlington by 
the Northern Pacific-Great Northern In- 
terests, the Pennsylvania, it is said, some

WANTS WORLD 


WAR ON RATS 


CHICAGO, April IB.—The Tribune says: 


A world war on rats may be proposed 
by Japan. That nation has been conduct- 
ing an exhaustive Investigation, and the 
conclusion has' been reached that the 
rodents are a menace to mankind. 


"Consequently," says 
Dr. Nugasha, 


who is a visitor to Chicago, "the Mika- 
do's Government is to appeal to civiliza- 
tion to exterminate the rodents. It is 
declared that the rats spread all sortfc of 
contagion, while hundreds of thousands 
of dollars worth of property are de- 
stroyed by the rodents each year." 


The plague, says Dr. Nugasha, would 


lose half its terrors should the rats of 
the world cease to exist. Other diseases 
would claim fewer victims and the earth 
would be a safer place for humankind. 


Dr. Nugasha, who is a bacteriologist of 


prominence in Japan, Is At the Audito- 
rium Annex. He has been making a 
study of the plague in Hongkong, 
in 


Bombay, In Japan and in other of the 
Oriental countries 
He was convinced, 


he said, that rats are the greatest prop- 
agators of Insidious disease Japan, sajti 
t>r Nugasha, has had made an official 
investigation of the harm done by rats 
and the result of this Investigation would 


Ized world. His counry is now taking 
steps looking to the destruction of the 
rodents. It is proposed to induce other 
nations to do likewise.

A few weeks ago Vlrgle A and Ag- 
gravation met at seven furlongs, and 
the 
former, ridden by Nichols, won 


with ridiculous ease, Aggravation mak- 
ing no showing whatever In the final 
three-eighths. The winner was backed 
for dollars and dimes, and a small for- 
tune was won over the result. Oplo- ' 
pio, 
who rode Aggravation, put up a ' 


criminally bad ride, and the opinion of ' 
many prominent turfmen 
expressed 


without hesitation, was that Oploplo 
had sold the race to Nichols. One of 
the biggest winners over the race waa 
"Soldier" O'Donnell, the Camp McKin- 
ley plunger. 
A second race between. the horses 
was arranged, this time at a mile, with 
Nichols engaged to pilot Virgie A, and 
it was in connection with this that 
Nichols got in his fine work. 
i 
Virgie A is Jointly owned by Lieuten- 


ant Hamilton, of the Sixth Artillery, • 
and "Al" Moore. "Soldier" O'Donnell, 
also of the Sixth Artillery, is an ad- 
mirer of the mare, and stood ready last 
week to back her to the extent of his 
roll, which runs into the thousands. 
It was O'Donnell's money that Nich- 
ols and his associate were after. To 
this end the jockey spared no pains to 
impress on the soldier that Virgie A 
won the first A-ace on her merits, and 
was absolutely sure of winning the 
second. 
The plot went smoothly enough until 
the morning of the race, wnen the 
news went forth that O'Donnell had 
been robbed of $2,300. This was a sad 
blow to the conspirators, but It was 
decided to cany the job through and 
rake in all the money that could be 
obtained at the track. 


When the betting opened the stable 
money for Virgie A was soon placed, 
and several hundreds of outside money 
was laid in the same direction., As 
yet no decided move In favor of Ag- 
gravation had been made. 
Suddenly 
the whisper went around that Aggra- 
vation was the goods, and that It was 
a case of beg, borrow or steal, but 
get on. 
The response was marvellous. 
Peo- 


ple who never bet more than ten dol- 
lars on a race unless they have It al- 
ready won, dug 
up hundreds, and 
worked harder than ever before 
In 
their lives getting their money cover- 
ed. Through the crowd moved Nich- 
ols confiding to all and sundry that 
Aggravation would have to sprout 
wings in order to beat Virgie A. Nich- 
ol's partner distributed a couple of 
thousand dollars In 
chunks among 


friends to be-bet on Aggravation even 
at the sacrifice of a shade of odds. 


With wads of money still unbet at 
the Aggravation end of the deal, and 
with the wise ones clamoring and fall- 
Ing over each other in order to secure 
some of the vile thing, the flag fell. 


Nichols started the performance In 
thorough accord with his book, and 
succeeded in getting the worst of tne 
start in a most flagrant manner. To 
make matters surer he allowed Aggra- 
vation to open up a practically unclose- 
able gap and passed the quarter pole 
at least two seconds In the rear. Of 
course Aggravation won in a walk 
and Virgie A staggered home in a 
manner which very strongly suggested 
a bucket of water or worse, insiOs, her. 
Virgie's undoubted speed should have 
carried her on equal terms with Ag- 
gravation to the half at least, and 
Nichols' instructions from Lieutenant 
Hancock were* to keep close up and If 
possible pass Aggravation at the half 
and take the pole. Nichols was act- 
ing as his own instructor in thaj race, 
however, and after the race he care- 
fully avoided meeting the Lieutenant.

nnd It Is said that he and his partner 
will rnire from the local turf, disgust- 
ed with their brief experience. 


Mr. C. H. W. Norton, who is well 


known and popular in Honolulu society 
and prominent in commercial circles as

Large bodies mov* 
slowly, and one cannot expect much 
hurry In the consummation of a gigan- 
tic enterprise of this kind. Millions of 
dollars are Involved, and I myself rep- 
resent only a very small cog in a wheel 
of an Immense mechanism. 


•Within a few months there will 


probably be great developments." 


Mr. Norton is associated with the Oabu 
Railroad Company and will Immediately 
resume his former position In local com- 
mercial circles. His popularity in social 
circles insures him a warm welcom* 
upon his return to' society als&.

Sir Michael Hicks-Beach has kept

Export duties on coal, increased 
duties on tea, tobacco and spirits, the 
Inclusion of sugar In the schedules, indi- 
rect taxation and Increased taxation of 
incomes are predicted on the eve ofithe 
resumption of the session; but there la 
no authoritative Information, and some 
of these guesses will prove Incorrect, for 
the Chancellor of the Exchequer Is cer- 
tain to find it more comfortable to bor- 
row money liberally than to overwhelm 
the country with fresh taxation when 
the end of the war Is not In sight.
